Even the four buyers admitted they were 
suspicious and were waiting for a pitch to buy 
anything from a set of encyclopedias to magazine 
subscriptions. 
“Good afternoon,’’ I greeted my first potential 
customer. “Em from Consumer's Survey and I 
have what I think will be a good buy for you. Would 
you like to purchase one dollar for 75 cents?”

“Sorry, but I don’t have 75 cents to my name,” 
a suspicious housewife answered and slammed the 
door in my face.

Like most of the people I visited, Mrs. Del- 
lores DelRosso, 8 Stonybrook Drive, Levittown, 
thought the offer was just bait for some kind of 
sales gimmick. She said, “No.” 
“ I was ready for you to tell me that the quarter 
I made was how much I would save by subscribing 
to a magazine I didn’t want,” she said when the 
am ateur status of the salesman was revealed. 
As I walked away, Mrs. DelRosso’s small son, 
a born second-guesser, asked, “Mommy, why didn’t 
you get the dollar?”

“I don’t need nothing,” 
she said as soon as she discovered I was a door-to 
door salesman. 
“This is a great deal,” I said honestly.

You’ll have to come back when my husband’s 
home,’ she said using what I'm told is an old ex­ 
cuse. 
“I’ll be out of dollar bills then and you’ll have 
missed your chance,’ I said putting my foot against 
the closing door in the best-approved manner. 
I started to talk fast. I told her she had a 
chance to buy a dollar bill for only 75 cents. I
